Of the professional individual a high sense of integrity and honor has always 
been expected. It becomes one’s duty to develop these qualities and maintain 
them throughout professional life. The Code of Professional Ethics has been in- 
stituted to promote professional integrity in the student body, and it extends 
through all phases of professional training.

WHEN DENTAL SCHOOL WAS 
FIRST FOUNDED IN COLUMBUS... 


There were no green jackets, no closed circuit TV, no “outs,” 
and no one brought a high speed back late. 

lt was 1890 when the Ohio Legislature created the Ohio Med- 
ical University, including a Department of Dentistry. In 1892, the 
dental school was housed in a new building, later known as the 
White Cross Hospital, across from Goodale Park. Dentistry shared 
the building with medicine and pharmacy; obviously, this was 
before the days of Dean Postle. In those days the students went 
to school for only three years and had no entrance requirements, 
and in 1894 the first class graduated—both of them. 

As the century turned, dentistry progressed. 1906 saw the 
merger of the Starling Medical College and the Ohio Medical 
University, and the dental school became the Department of 
Dentistry, Starling-Loving Medical College. Four years of high 
school became the entrance requirement (they weren‘t going 
to take just anyone). In 1914 the school became known as the 
College of Dentistry, Ohio State University. 

In 1925, the college moved into a new building named Ham- 
iltton Hall, and had a large one-room clinic. It is said that an 
instructor could be seen from any point in the clinic, but that 
was before the hospital cafeteria was built. In 1928 the admis-

sion requirement was raised to include two years of college. By 
1939 there were a great number of alumni; the Post-College 
Assembly was initiated, discontinued during World War II, then 
Started again. Alumni will return for the nineteenth assembly this 
year. 

But with all the innovations, none was more welcome than 
that which arrived in 1944—women. They became students in the 
Division of Dental Hygiene. Seventeen girls graduated in 1946 
and to date seven hundred and eighty-four young women have 
graduated with the certificate of Graduate Dental Hygienist. To- 
day our dental hygiene school is third largest in the world, and 
the largest one associated with a college of dentistry. 

Our current building was first occupied in 1951, it was ex- 
panded in 1959, and we are now the second largest dental 
school in the world. 

Our alumni files include the names of a great number of 
individuals who have had, and are having, distinguished careers 
in dental education, research, and other phases of organized 
dentistry. We are justifiably proud of our school and its history 
of service to the profession.
